BRITISH JUSTICE 


St, Lou is.—“Half of all blind ness Is 
prev entable,” d eclared Dr. Park Lewis, 
eminent ophthalmologist of Bu ffalo, 
N. Y., and v ice presid ent of the Na­ 
tional Committee for the Prev ention 
of Blind ness, in an ad d ress before the 
chamber of commerce here. 
“This is 
so,' Doctor Lewis said , “d espite the 
important red u ctions in both the fre­ 
q u ency and sev erity of some of the 
principal cau ses of blind ness resu lting 
from the organized and nation-wid e 
campaign for the prev ention of blind ­ 
ness which is now in its elev enth y ear. 
The total amou nt of blind ness and half 
sight, howev er, is 
growing 
propor­ 
tionately less." 
Speaking o n the economic necessity 
for conserv ation of v ision. Doctor Lew­ 
is pointed ou t that the cost of ed u ­ 
cating a blind child is at least ten 
times that of ed u cating a normal-sight­ 
ed child . 
As fu rther ev id ence of the 
heav y cost to ind u stry resu lting from 
accid ents and d iseases affecting the 
ey es, lie d eclared that in New York 
state alone close to $1,000,000 is paid 
as compensation for ey e inju ries in a 
y ear and that almost an eq u al amou nt 
is paid by the employ ers of Pennsy l­ 
v ania each y ear. 
“In consid ering the economic phase 
of the su bject,” Doctor Lewis said , "we 
are not thinking of the frightfu l loss 
to the man in the moral 
su ffering 
which he incu rs, in the d epend ency 
which necessarily follows from tlie 
loss of his own self-efficiency , neither 
are we consid ering that long line of 
related losses which 
enter into the 
q u estion. 
“There is not n loss su ffered by any 
ind iv id u al member of a commu nity ,” 
Doctor Lewis ad d ed , “that is not in 
some d egree shared by ev ery other 
member. 1 think, then, that it wou ld be
